A Uenfrrenes Between (hs Prealdent and
the Connmel Mor the Unlled Minlen,

Wastixarox, Bept, 20.—~Prasident Harrison
loft the bedslde of hia slok wife to-day to
attand a conferonce In connection with the
lleliring Ben eontroversy. The Hon. F, 1.
Phalps, the Hon, J. ¢, Carter, and Judgo Blod-
gett of Tilinols. the Unitod States counasl be.
fore the nrbitrators aclected to sottia the dis-
pule botween dhe United States and Great
iritaln growing out of the seal fiaheries ar-
tived herathis morning. and Ly speeial ap-
polutment mut tho Seoretary of Htate and At.
torney-tGencral Miller at tlie Whita Houme to
dincuns with the President the details of the
Dehring Sea cnse. The President desires that
thioquestion shall be disposed of with s little
dolny as possible. It weuld pleaso him to see
an a'ljustment of the long-ponding diMeulty
bafore the Novamber elections, and ho has on-
deavored to Impress thut idea upon those who
are andocinted with him In dealing with the
subjeat,

When to-lay's conforonce was eoncludod
Becrotary I'ostor sald ho wns not at liberty to

dincuss the proceedings nt "I? White Houss,
but it is understood that Mr. Plislos nml hin
Iognl nasonintes oallod to submit o dreaft of
thelr counter ense In veply 1o Great Dritain's
prosentation of her side of the ctmlmnrﬂ.

Bertef Review s of Important nnd Intercaling
New Fahlleationa,

Wa think that when the children coma to
tackls Mr. Hanry B Carrington’s “ Kris-
topherua” a “Columbian ode” Intendod for
declamation In the schools (New Fogland
Publishing Compnny. Doston) they wiil be
{mmensaly puzelod to know how Mr., Carring-
ton wishes that Hellenized rondering of the
groat discovorer's name to be pronounced, By
the time thev have read the Nrat four stanzas
of the ado, and have lenthed that they nre ax-
pocted to make Krintopherus rhyme with
proclous, and treachorous, and serious, amd
proanorous. thay will feal something of n hogio-
leannoan of spirlt, and as they go on and fnd
that they aro expectod alro to make it rhyme
with tempestuons, and gonorous, aml en-
vious, and conrteous, and furfons, and numer-
ous, and tyrannous, nand planteous, they
will surpeact that thoy hava hoen eallod upon
to do somethiing na herole in the way of dis-
sovery as that which foll to the lot of tho groat
Christopher himsell. We eannot Imagine what
{s the mnatter with Mr, Carrington, unloss it
fa that he is a child hater, prompted by an wn-
honrd of malevolence, and enpable of going to
any lengtha. Wo sincorely hope that ne will
nover be able to dispos=e of lils ode in ths man-
ner contemplated. Tho eagor Inteilectial dis*
position of school ehilidren Is recognized Ly
us, but wa do not beliove that they should bLe
ealled upon to make Kristophierus rhymo with
tempostuous. Wae ean think of no Lettor plan
for the diaposal of Mr. Carrington’s poom than
that it should be quietly taken nway and
burned.

“Ho looks at me with ayes llke thozaola
doad codfal, eyns as unlike tho dear bluwe
soul-windows that had won my heart ns Tam
different to the vordant. trustiog &irl who, a
foew weoks ago. eamo from Duntown to the
metropolin." That is a passage from “Cone
sclence on Iee,” a novel v Alan Dale (N, O,
Bmith Fablishing Company; Chicagol 1t rofors
tothe eyos of the horo. who hnd been drinking
and muking love to a disreputable netrosy,
and who ruined his soul-windows nnd his soul
Ikewise in an amazingly short spauee of time.
It Is a pnasago not without a certain vulgar
and hifalutin tone, but it has tho merit of
belng strictly In keoping with the rest of the
baok. The author of *Consclonco on loa"
wishos, ovidently, to convey the Impression
that his story (s wicked. IHa bLelieves, wo
suppoge. that an Improession of this sort
hna a definita moreantile valua. DBut the tale
really contains no ealorie whatever. While thoe
title and tha frontispiace inve the look of Le-
Ing n challenge to Mr. Anthony Comstock, that
ofMoinl would Mnd, suppasing he woro @iftod
with suMelont patlence to explore it, that tho
hody of the narrative made noeall upon him
for the axercise of his peoullnr functions, Of
vulgarities ol a certaln sorl, howoever, it has a
pleatiinl supply. The passagn wo havo quotod
will indleate the taste In faner and in phrase
that has generally bosn brought to Lear upon
it. Weare not aware that thero is any sort of
story readors wha would Lo likely to find it a
wntisfactory performance. The suddenly trans-
formed soul-windowa are lunny, to be siure.
Thers is conslderable unronscious humor hern
and there, but It {4 not likely that thera are
many who would eare to bothor themselves in
order to get at Ik, We should note, perhaps,
the heroine’s magnanimous restorntion of n
dersliot stage manager to hisalling wife, That
conntitutes a rathor nmusing inefdent, us the
author relates it. 'Wo muy add that It ocenrs
wall toward tho closs of the bhook, and that the
reader may reach It with the least diMeulty by
atarting from that end,

Judge Alblon W. Tourg®e's story, " A Son of
014 Harry” (Robert Benner's Sona), I bost, wa
think. in that part which doescribes life and
horse racing in rural Ohlo forty years aco,
Thers Is In the part In question a great
deal of rough strength and falthlul renl-
fsm  to which any ronder may pay
tribute. The portraita of tho several meni-
bers of the Goodwin family, of the wnserupu-
lous villnge nal op, Kineald, of the doctur, and
the blneksmith, nre sketehod with sonrching
affect; the dlalogue, partleularly the duels ol
snrcastio wit, Is full ol [ascination: and tha
doscriptions of horse racing nre of remarkalilo
Intersst, as s nll that tho author lias to say of
horses. 'The account of the discovery of the
powers of the Bon of Abldallah, of the
scoret tralning of that gilted colt, amd
of his great raco with Kineald's Gray
Fagle, I8 a notable picee of descriptive
writing: and equnally notable and delightful
are the annlysia and the {llumination of the
thoroughbred nature. which the author's
epecinl knowledge, supplementod by n great
sympnthy and an enthusinstic cloguence, ene-
aliles him to effoct, With the ladies and with
the amatory emotions Mr, Tourgée Is not so
fortunate, In his capocity cf novelist, as he is
with horees and men: nor are wo very mueh
Improsaed by the tragieal and mournful com-
plleations In which ths story ocnds,  ut noth-
ing that Is here can deprive the reader of tlie
dellght thiat lies In those elinracteristics of the
tale of which we havo purtienlnrly spoken, and
which mako up Ils groater part,

A volume of the peema of Mr. Benjamin W.
Ball is published by the Putnama. They are
birlet poems, clussical rnd scholarly, intolles-
tunl ruther than emctional, contalning much
that is Interesting and admirable in thouglt
and In expresslon. Kaut, Bpinoza, Blsmurck,
tho red of morning, the garden of the miars,
the upstanding mano nnd glittering wye of
Rufus Choate, truth, ecare, tho moon, the
meaping of man: on themes thus varied hns
this Now England poet exprossed himsol!; nnd
his verses concerned with things Ilellenic nre
nlmost as numerous and shiow noarly us wide
n range ns those in which thoe modern apivit
und philesophy aro roflected,
